The Brooklyn Handicap of $10,000; for 3-year- 
olds and upward; $250 each, half forfeit, or $50 
if declared ; to the winner $8,000, to the second 
horse $1,500, and to the thiid $500; weights to be 
announced Feb. 1 and declarations to be made 
by Feb. 20 ; the winner of the Metropolitan han- 
dicap, if handicapped in the Brooklyn at 125 
pounds or over, to carry three pounds extra ; if 
under 125 pounds, five pounds extra. 1% miles.

Siegfried and eleven others— the best at 
the track — contended for the purse, and the 
honest colt with the poetical name, beat Provi- 
dent, Easter Eve aud the others in fashion that 
confirms the suspicion of his being the best 
youngster at the Indiana tracks. 

Sunny conformed his quality by scoring again 
in a jocose way. He and Hazelhatch were the 
only favorites to win. There was a big crowd 
out and betting was more than fair and not in 
public favor. 

Before the Juvenile Handicap Leo Mayer bet 
John O’Neill $250 that Poole’s filly would beat 
Brenock’s. As Coulter’s boy was riding Provi- 
dent Tully took half the bet, and $150 more was 
added, Hothersall’s instructions were to get off

The English Derby was run at Epsom Downs 
yesterday, and was won by the Prince of Wales' 
colt Persimmons with Baron Rothschild’s St 
Frusquin second aud Earwig third. Persim- 
mons won by a head in 2 :42. St Frusquin was 
an odds on favorite, and Persimmons next in 
the betting. 

Duke & Wishard’s chestnut mare, Helen 
Nichols, won the Epson Town plate before the 
Derby. 

NOTES OF THE TURF. 

“Hops” Laudeman’s Fonso colt, Ramiro, is at 
his work again, and is being pointed for the 
Buckeye Stakes to be run at Oakley, June 13, 
Among fhe others are Ben Brush, Prince Leif 
and the other Ramiro, Baldwin’s son of Gano, 
a better colt than the Fonso fellow as a two- 
year-old. 

Jockey Dan Hennessy has been awarded $300 
damages against Starter Kit Chinn and his as- 
sistant. Charles Riley. Last fall Hennessy had 
the mount on a bad actor at St. Louis, and 
Riley became angered at the delay at the post, 
and lashed the jockey in a brutal manner. The 
case will be appealed. 

Mr. Dwyer only owns the racing qualities of 
Cleophus and as the story goes paid $4, COO for 
that privilege. The list of victories of the 
speedy Linden— Linnette filly thus far is as fol- 
lows : Debutante Stakes, at Louisville, worth

As they 
swung into the stretch, Siegfried closed on 
Easter Eve and the filly only led by half a 
length when straightened out. At the eighth 
pole Murphy called on Siegfried, and the favor- 
ite was beaten, the black colt coming away and 
winning easily by three lengths. Fifty yards 
from home, little Hothersall brought up Provi- 
dent, and got second place by a length and a 
half. 

Off none to well in the mile race, Pete Clay 
took Sunny to the front around the first turn, 
getting the inside. At the quarter he had a 
good lead, which he increased all the way, there 
being at times ten lengths between him and 
Merry Monarch, who led the rest of the bunch. 
Sunny stayed in front to the end, and won gal- 
loping. Merry Monarch swerved badly across 
Freddie L. T. and Kirk at the finish, and though 
he finished second, was disqualified. 

In the opening race Hazelhatch got up in the 
last few jumps and beat Joe Mancini out by a 
head. In the second race at three-quarters 
Excuse led all the way, aud in a driving finish 
managed to stall off Inspector Hunt’s rush and 
win by a head. 

The Deuce made all the running in the fifth 
race, and won by a length from Jennie June. 
In the last race Cora Havill got a running start, 
and going to the front kept there, winning 
by a length and a half from Lollie Eastin.
